Although the DNA molecule and protein are related since the DNA 
encodes the specifically claimed protein, they are distinct inventions because they are physically 
and functionally distinct chemical entities, and the protein product can be made by another and 
materially different process, such as by synthetic peptide synthesis or purification from the
